, Washington, D.' C., March 8.—The 
heart of a good deal of the senator- 
ial activity about the four-power 
treaty is to be found between the 
lines of the following colloquy be- 
tween Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts and Senator Joseph Robinson of 
Arkansas. 
Senator Lodge, aa tlie 


sponsor of the four-power treaty, had 
announced his Intention, of calling It 
up on a future- date and thereupon 
the following ensued: 


Mr. Boblnson: "Did the senator 


from Massachusetts indicate whether 
he would open the discussion on the 
four-power treaty?" 


Mr. Lodge: "I made no statement 


about what I am going to So, except 
that I would not call the treaty up 
today unless some senator desires to 
speak upon it now." 


WANTS DISCUSSION. 


Mr. Robinson: "I would like to hear 


the senator's discussion of the mat- 
ter. I am very much interested in 
hearing- his views and would like to 
know whether he expects to speak 
on it or not." 


Mr. Lodge: "I thinlf I shall. If the 


senator wishes to know what my 
personal plans are, I am disposed to 
wait until I can hear the objections 
to it. I expect to speak before the 
treaty is voted upon." 


Mr! Robinson: "But the senator 


does not expect to open the discus- 
sion." 
Mr. Lodge: "I do not, at present. 


CONTAINED MORE. 


Now to those distant from Wash- 


ington all this might appear to be 
merely a polite request for Informa- 
tion and an equally pollto reply. In- 
deed it would be possible for a guile- 
less and unsuspicious reader to see 
in this exchange not only politeness 
but something more. It might seem 
to be In the field of exalted gracl- 
ousness. 
It would be possible to think that 


the senator from Arkansas has such 
a high regard for the eloquence, the 
chaste diction, the refined logic ot 
the senator from Massachusetts that 
he didn't want to run any risk of 
being absent from the senate when- 
ever the senator from Massachusetts 
should happen, to make his speech on 
the four-power treaty, for which he 
is responsible.

outgo. 


Food must) be taken regardless of 


appotlte and 
often 
regardless of 


minor digestive ailments. 


It Is wise to select foods not re- 


pugnant to the palate and easily di- 
gested Fluids are easy to tak» when 
appetite falls. Milk It acceptable In 
many forms, hot, cold, with added 
creara or milk, sugar, or both; In 
cocoa or chocolate, in sherbets 
and 


ic» creams; as buttermilk, zoolak or 
kumisa, 


Fruit juices from sweet fruits or 


with their fuel value Increased by 
adding milk, sugar, malts agreeable 
and nutritious drinks. 


Raw egrgs are good for the thin 


woman whether taken 
plain 
or 


beaten up with milk, cream, or fruit 
juice. 


It 19 not difficult to add to 
the 


regular diet several 
hundred* 
of 


calories a day If th» 
addition 
Is 


needed, as it Is in the case of overly 
thin women. 


Three glasses of milk added to the 


regular diet means 500 calories or 
more. An extra pat of butter each 
meal about 300 calories a day. 


From one to three tablespoons of 


olive oil after each meal Increases

calories.

It is most 
difficult to fatten
